The gold clause in private bonds Is made 
void by the decision.

grounds of expediency, and tha supreme 
coart hsa upheld the administration on 
grounds of constitutionality. Tha court has 
not gona so far In tha m atter of gold 
clauses in government bonds. 
It does not 
declars them unconstitutional, but gels the 
same result by pointing out that holders 
cf the bonds have no admissible claim for 
redress. Congress was prepared to deny re­ 
dress to this class of bondholders had not 
tha court done so. 


The court s action amounts to acknowl­ 
edgement of a right without permission to 
ase a 
remedy. 
Holders of government 
honda, tha majority opinion points out, can* 
not abow loss and bava no claim, there­ 
fore. 
What would be the ruling if they 
eoald show loss? 
What will be the status 
of government 
bondholders 
if they can 
show loss at some future tim e? 


Tha United States has aet up a milestone 
en Its monetary course, 
fly so doing, it 
signifies tbs power of government to regu­ 
late the supply snd valus of money 1s great 
er then the hitherto assumed power of pri­ 
vate cltisens to protect themselves against 
fluctuations In tha value of money by writ­ 
ing gold clauses In contracts. 
It is sn un- 
wsicome sign for those who have tried for 
generations 
to 
protect 
property 
rights 
against the actions of government. 
The gold case rulings blend quickly into 
the trend of the times. The fact they were 
not surprising shows what powerful forces 
shaped the supreme court’s decision—the 
sam e forces operative st large throughout 
the coutry.

bad happened. 
The water 
which had passed under the bridge could 
not be made to flow backward, 
legisla­ 
tion was not being made hut criticised after 
many months of enforcement. Possibly the 
gold clause in contracts never should have 
been abrogated. 
The fart Is. It was. 
The 
deed was beyond recall. 
lf It were possible to turn back time for 
the benefit of gold clause bondholders, fair­ 
ness would necessitate sim ilar benefits for 
tha owners of houses, insurance policies and 
all other forms of Investment. 
They, too, 
have been affected by the changing value 
of money. 
The court s decision, therefore, was ex­ 
pedient. 
It removed all immediate danger 
of financial chaos. By upholding the govern­ 
ment, the court strengthened the govern­ 
ment. 
It made unnecessary the severe test 
of confidence which would have been inher­ 
ent in measures lo contravene the effect of 
an adverse ruling in the gold cases. 
By 
making

Against one great class of creditors, the 
court saved congress the trouble of what 
would hava been a much criticised proced­ 
ure. 
The supreme court, Itself, depended on lls 
prestige in the gold esse rulings, without

division, with Chief Justice Hughes and As 
ao d ates Brandeis, Cardoso. Roberts and 
Stone hi the majority and Associate Jus­ 
tices Butler, McReynolds, Sutherland and 
V andevanter in the minority. 
When the

was, the suprem e court's decision neces­ 
sarily is regarded as a m atter of opinion, 
regardless of how binding it may be. Were 
It not for tho court'* priceless prestige and 
Its unchallenged reputation for intellectual 
ty, its opinion in such a close decision 
boar no weight.

Enemies of tho state are crushed 
with a maximum of efficiency and a mini­ 
mum of danger to the jobholder* responsible 
for maintaining order, which includes main­ 
taining their own jobs.

Gen. Hugh Johnson, is said to have been 
given a Job different from tho ordinary run 
of advisory committee chairmanships. 
President Roosevelt, of course, can make 
Gen. Wood aud his committee as powerful 
or as weak as he wants them to be. 
The 
committee, which will be composed of citi­ 
zens already in the commerce departm ent's 
advisory council, will not have authority to 
make appropriations. 
It will suggest and 
criticize. 
Its usefulness will depend on the 
weight which the administration gives to its 
opinions. 
Herein lies the importance of Gen. Wood's 
appointment as the com m ittees chairman. 
It is the belief of many observers that 
President Roosevelt intends to make good 
use of the general, whose position as presi­ 
dent of Scars, Roebuck & Co. gives him 
prestige aa a spokesman for business.

When the Justires locked the door 
and got down to business, they did 
not call for copies of the Constitu­ 
tion and thumb through it Brat. 
They merely asked themselves the 
question whether the people who 
were suing the government had ac­ 
tually been damaged because the 
new deal devalued the dollar. 
Any fair-minded economist will 
tell you the answer. They had not.

s s 
Who Owes Whom? 
Liberty bondholders bought their 
bonds, say, In 1918 with the old IOO- 
cent dollar of that period. 
(That 
was the year when most of the 
Liberties were sold by the govern­ 
ment.) 
lf they sell those bonds 
now, they will get just as many of 
President Roosevelt’s 68-cent dol­ 
lars. 
The only actual difference to 
them is what thedr bond would buy 
In 1918 and what it will buy now, 
not in gold, hut in food, clothing 
and such things. 
lf you dig back into the value of 
the dollar in 1918, you will find it 
was worth about 76 cents in pur­ 
chasing power. That is. prices were 
then so high after the war that you 
could get only 76 cents worth of 
food and clothing for It. 
Today the dollar will buy rough­ 
ly $1.33 in goods at the present low­ 
er price level. 
So lf anyone owes anyone else in 
this matter, you Liberty bondhold­ 
ers would seem to owe the govern­ 
ment about 57 cents. 
At least the 
dollar with which you bought your 
Liberties will buy that much more 
today.

Parenthetically Speaking 
The figures used 
are from 
the 
survey of wholesale prices conduct­ 
ed by the bureau of labor statistics. 
They- are computed on a 1926 base, 
with prices that year being consid­ 
ered to furnish IOO cents purchas­ 
ing power for the dollar. The aver­ 
age purchasing power of the dollar 
In all commodities for 1918 was ex­ 
actly .762 and for 1934 it was ex­ 
actly 41.335, as shown in this re­ 
cently 
issued survey. 
The 
gold 
prices for the two comparative per­ 
iods are beside the point, because 
no American citizen now tan buy 
gold with his Liberty bonds or his 
dollars. 


Damage 
There was one trick in the de­ 
cision. 
The reasoning implies that 
the court might hold differently In 
a case of foreigners, who have suf­ 
fered actual damages on their Lib­ 
erty bond investm ents as a direct 
result of devaluation. 
For Instance, a Frenchman who 
paid 
10.000 
francs for a Liberty 
bond will find it worth only about 
6,000 francs now. 
Hie interest is worth that much 
less also, when he converts it from 
devalued dollars into gold francs, lf 
some Frenchman purchased Liber­ 
ties and

aside to meet

Industry as a whole 
has 
also 
made gains. It has been freed, in 
part at leari, 
from 
dishonorable 
competition brought about not only 
by overworking and 
underpaying 
labor but by destructive business 
practices. 
Wa have begun to develop new 
safeguards 
for small enterprises: 
and most im portant of all. business 
itself recognises more clearly than 
at any previous time In our history 
the advantages and the obligations 
of cooperation and self-discipline. 
and th# patriotic need of ending 
unsound financing and unfair prac­ 
tices of all kinds. 
Hand in hand with the improv­ 
ing of labor conditions and of in­ 
dustrial practices we have given 
representation and consideration to 
the problems of the consuming pub­ 
lic. 
And it is reasonable 
to 
state 
that with certain inevitable excep­ 
tions in the case of individual pro­ 
ducts there has been less gouging 
retail sales and prices than in 
'^ ^ o y similar period of increasing de­ 
mand and rising markets. 
The first codes went into effect 
in July, 1933. Since then approxia 
mately SUO have been added. The 
average age of these codes of fair 
competition which have been ap­ 
proved— 90 percent of the cover- 
able employments were under code 
—is less than It months—a brief 
time indeed 
for

achievements already made. Only 
carping critics and those who seek 
either political advantage 
or the 
right again to indulge in unfair 
practices or exploitation of labor or 
consumers

quarrel over the obvious fact that 
a great code of law. of order and 
of decent business cannot be tre at 
cd in a day or a year. 
Corrections Needed 
We m ust rightly move to correct 
some things done or left undone 
We m ust work out the coordination 
of every code 
with every other 
code. We must simplify procedure 
We must continue to obtain current 
information as to the wotting out 
of code processes. 
We must constantly improve 
personnel which, of necessity, was 
hastily assembled but which bas 
given loyal aud unselfish service 
lo the government of the country 
We must check and clarify such 
provisions in the various codes as 
A T ire puzzling to those o p e n in g un 
“ 
'd e r them. W’e m ust make more de­ 
finite the responsibilities of all of 
the parties concerned. 
This act, which met In its prin­ 
ciples with such universal public 
approval and under 
which 
such 
great general gains 
have 
been 
made, will term inate on June 16, 
next. 
The fundamental purposes and 
p rin c ip a l of the act are sound. To 
abandon them is unthinkable. It 
would spell the return of industrial 
and labor chaos. 
Two-Ysar Extension 
I therefore recommend 
to 
the 
congress th at ths national indus­ 
trial recovery act bs extended for 
a period of two years. 
I recommend that ths policy and 
standards for the administration of 
the act should be further defined 
in order to clarify the legislative 
purpose and to guide the execution 
of the law. thus profiling by what 
we have already learned. ’ 
Voluntary submission 
of codes 
should he encouraged but at the 
sam e time, if 
an 
industry 
fails 


voluntarily to agree within itself, 
unquestioned power must rest in 
the government to establish in any 
event certain minimum standards 
of fair competition in commercial 
practices, and. especially, adequate 
standards in labor relations. 
For example, child labor must 
not be allowed to return: the fix­ 
ing of minimum wages and max­ 
imum hours is practical and neces­ 
sary. 
The rights of employe* freely to 
organize for the purpose of collec­ 
tive bargaining should be fully pro­ 
tected. 
The fundamental principles 
of 
the anti-trust laws should be more 
adequately applied. Monopolies and 
pri\ ate price fixing within indus­ 
tries must not be allowed nor con­ 
doned. “No monopoly should be 
private." 
But I submit that in the case of 
certain natural resources, such as 
oat. oil and gas. the people of the 
United States 
need 
government 
supervision 
over these resources 
devised for the purpose of eliminat­ 
ing their w aste and of controlling 
their output 
and stabiliiing em 
plovment In them, to the end that 
the public will be protected and 
that ruinous price cutting and in­ 
ordinate profits will both be de­ 
nied. 
Monopoly Opposed 
We must continue to recognixe 
that ineorrlble minorities within sn 
industry, or In the whole field of 
trade and industry, should not be 
allowed to write the rules of unfair 
play and com pel all others to com­ 
pete upon their low level. 
W e must make certain that the 
privilege of cooperating to prevent 
unfair 
competition 
will 
not 
he 
transformed 
into 
a 
license- to 
strangle fair competition under the 
apparent sanction of the law. Small 
enterprises 
especially 
should be 
given added protection aaglnst dis­ 
crimination and oppression. 
In the development of this legis­ 
lation I call your attention to the 
obvious fact that the way to en­ 
force laws, codes and regulations 
relating to industrial practices is 
not to seek to put people in jail. 
We need other and more effective 
means for the im mediate stopping 
of practices by any individual or by 
any corporation which are contrary 
to these principles. 
Recommendations Ready 
Detailed recommendations along 
the lines which I have indicated 
have been made to me by various 
departm ents and agencies charged 
with the execution of the present 
law. 
Thse are available for the con­ 
sideration of the congress and. al­ 
though not furnishing anything like 
a precise 
and finished 
draft of 
legislation, they may be helpful to 
you in your deliberations. 
Let me urge upon the congress 
the necessity for an extension of 
the present act. 
The progress we have been able 
to make 
has shown us the vast 
scope of the problems in our indus­ 
trial life. 
We need a certain degree of flex­ 
ibility and of specialized treatm ent, 
for our knowledge of the processes 
and the necessities of this life are 
still incomplete. 
By your action you will sustain 
and hasten the process of industrial 
recovery which we are now experi­ 
encing you will lighten the burdens 
of unemployment and economic in­ 
security.

site of the former “Old End” plant 
of the Knowles. Taylor A Knowles 
Co., Sixth and Walnut streets. 
A building, ISO by IO! feet, with 
a basement, 50 by ISO feet. bousing 
a gasoline service station at the 
street interjection, will occupy the 
site of one of the pottery center’s 
pioneer plants, which has been 
raced. 
The structure will cover a half 
city 
block. 
Automobile display 
windows will be provided along the 
Sixth street side of the building, 
which will be modernistic in de­ 
sign. 
Contractors estimated that 400.- 
000 brick were used in 1863 in 
erecting the flve-klln pottery, the 
founders of which were the late 
Isaac W att Knowles and Isaac W. 
H arvey. 
NE Salvaged City's First Pottery 
Salvaged 
parts of the James 
Bennett 
pottery, East Liverpool’s 
first ceramic plant along the river 
bank, 
acquired 
after 
a 
flood 
damaged the building in 1852, were 
in the “Old End” factory. 
Mr. Knowles, who was bom in 
Hookstown in 1819, came to East 
Liverpool when he was l l years of 
age. 
He purchased two crates of 
ware from the first kiln fired by 
Bennett in 1841 and sold it at down­ 
river podnts at a profit. 
In their first pottery, Knowles 
and Harvey specialised in the man­ 
ufacture of fruit jam and pie plate* 
in Rockingham and yellow ware 
bodies. 
Harvey retired in 1887, 
Knowles operating the business un 
ti! 1867. 
Knowles* son, Homer S. 
Knowles, and his son-in-law, Col. 
John N. Taylor, became partners In 
1870, when the company enlarged 
the “Old End” plant. 
The original factory was mostly 
frame in construction. After Tay 
tor and the younger Knowles joined 
the firm, brick additions were erect­ 
ed. 
In 1900, the frame sections 
were replaced with brick buildings.

which housed the clay shop, and 
two-story building in which the of­

WHO have faulty 
breathing may believe they are vic­ 
tims of asthma. It is true that in 
asthma there Is difficult breathing, 
but this symptom is found in many 
othsr disorders of the lungs. 
For example, the sufferer from 
emphysema experiences this diffi­ 
culty. There la a wheesing sound 
similar to that so common in 
asthma. 
This wheeling may be 
heard a good distance away. 
"Emphysema" ta a strange afflic­ 
tion of the lungs. It is commonly 
encountered in thoee 
who suffer 
from chronic bronchitis. 
The air 
Bars nt tbs lungs ars overstretch­ 
ed. They lose their normal elastio- 
tty and are unable to expel all of 
the air from the lungs. This alate 
of affairs leads to increased exer­ 
tion of the breathing muscles, re­ 
sulting 
in 
the 
husky, whistling 
sound made when the patient ex­ 
hales. 
Corset Helps 
As a rule, when emphysema oc­ 
curs. it may be regarded aa a sign 
of advancing age. Sometimes it ap­ 
pears when the lungs have been 
weakened from any cause. It may 
be the result of continued or re­ 
peated colds, infections, bronchitis 
and pneumonia 
The person who gets emphysema 
is usually overweight, with a pro­ 
truding abdomen and 
increased 
waistline. It la Interesting to note 
that this affliction la not common 
in women. 
This fact suggested 
that emphysema may be checked 
by the wearing of an abdominal 
girdle or support. 
It la worth while to try wearing 
strong abdominal binder or cor­ 
set. This mechanical appliance in­ 
creases the abdominal 
pressure 
and raises tho diaphragm. 
In con­ 
sequence, the sufferer 
sometimes 
finds it easier to breathe and the 
general health may be markedly 
Improved. 
Control by Diet 
Victim* of emphysema complain 
of the shortness of breath and 
swelling of the ankles. 
They are 
susceptible to colds and infect ions 
of the upper part of the breathing 
apparatus. 
Neglect ta dangerous 
because the disorder places an addi­ 
tional burden upon the heart. 
It 
lessens the resistance against cer­ 
tain Infectious diseases. 
In 
this trouble every measure 
should be taken to avoid 
undue 
•train and exertion. 
Long hours 
of rsst and relaxation are essential. 
The diet should be simple, nutri­ 
tious and free from excessive quan­ 
tities of fats hod carbohydrates. 
W hen it is sale to attempt, over­ 
weight should be controlled by spe­ 
cial dieting, but only under the su­ 
pervision of a physician. Bear in 
mtnd that severe dieting is 
ex 
tremely dangerous. 
But improved 
general health will go far toward 
overcoming the uncomfortable ef­ 
fects of emphysema.

General James W Reilly, the 
latter lawyer and soldier, becam e 
a student of Mr. I-** and In 1858 
qualified as a member of the bar. 
Then wa* firmed Wellsville'* first 
law firm. Lee A Reilly. 
These Initial attorneys In Wells­ 
ville had office* upon the north- 
side of the 
public square 
They 
continued 
their 
partnership 
for 
three year*, when Mr. Lee remov­ 
ed to the county anet and became 
associated with John M. (tinman. 
Irater Mr. Lee went to Cincinnati 
where he became the city's leading 
patent attorney. 
Mr. Reilly, following 
his part­ 
ner’s departure, conducted the of­ 
fice himself. Thereafter, except for 
three years with the union army 
In the Civil war, he continued as 
an attorney in Wellsville, develop­ 
ed a wide practice and amassed a 
fortune. 
Two additional early lawyers in 
Wellsville, J. H. Trainer and A. H. 
Bat tin. after a brief stay 
in

where they subsequently

Then follow- 
ad the honorable W. O. Wells, a 
descendant of the city's founder, 
who served several terms as mayor
